ghts of Chriſtianity, humanized and made 
ſociable by Toleration, purified by Reaſon, and 
embelliſh*d by the Love of Liberty ; ſuch as that 


about which you find ſuch grave Leſſons in this 


Book. One might have expected better Things : 
from that vaſt Multitude, which is come to ſeek 


Liberty and Toleration in other Climates. The 


Motive of their Flight, as well as their declared 
Zeal for the Houſe of Hanover, and for the Prin- 
ciples of the Revolution (which this Author 
cauſes to triumph) might give us juſt Grounds 
to hope, that his Ideas of Proteſtantiſm (which 
he eſtabliſhes alſo in a manner not to be refuted) 

will be generally reliſhed among them, But, 
this is our Misfortune : The Prejudices of Reli- 
gion, that is to ſay, the moſt inſinuating and 
moſt pernicious of all, are the firſt who take 
Poſſeſſion of our Hearts, and the laſt we dare to 
get rid of : How rarely have we the Courage 


to do it! And it's too common to {ee Peo- 


ple ſtiff againſt 2 in the State, who 


preach and practiſe Paſſive-Obedience in the 


Church; and who nevertheleſs think it per- 
haps very ſtrange, if one ſhould diſpute their 
being Proteſtants. I dare not then promiſe 
myſelf, that this ſo uſeful a Preſent, which I 


make my Nation, will be ſo well received by it, 


as it has been by the ſound Party of the Engliſh 
Nation, But, however it be, I ſhall have made 
honourable amends to this Book, for all thoſe, 
who (be it Cowardice and Littleneſs of Soul; 

ä 1 as 
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be it Tenderneſs and Reverence for the Opi- 
nions of their Cradle and Country; be it a ri- 
diculous Infatuation in behalf of Authority 
and particular Perſons, or a ſervile Fear of the 
Anger and Anathema's of their Paſtors; be it 
Phariſaiſm, Pride, Intereſt, a Popiſh Spirit) 
will not reliſh it at all, or will not reliſh it but 
in Part. I ſhall return Glory to thoſe Principles, 
to which the Love of Truth, bleſt by Provi- 


dence, conducted me a little after my departure 


from France; and to which I ſhall always kee 

myſelt attached with Conſtancy, and deſpiſe 
the Clamours of (a) Eccleſiaſtical Factions, who 
rend and deſtroy the Proteſtant Church, I will 
fay to the eternal Honour of theſe Principles, 
that they are for every Man who leaves the Church
